New Partnership Sends Museum Masterpieces to College 


CLEVELAND (Jan. 31, 2006) — The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) today announced CMA @ Oberlin, a 
new partnership with Oberlin College’s Allen Memorial Art Museum, one of the nation’s top college art 
museums, 1n which CMA will lend masterworks from its permanent collection for public viewing and 
instructional use by Oberlin’s faculty and students. 

“We are pleased to be able to loan masterpieces from our collection to one of Northeast Ohio’s premier 
museums,” says CMA Deputy Director of Collections and Programs Charles Venable. “This partnership 
underscores our commitment to education, which rests at the core of our mission.” 

The partnership comprises two rotations of paintings through June 2006. 

The first rotation begins today, Jan. 31, 2006, with the installation of CMA’s Cupid and Psyche (1817) by 
Jacques Louis-David (French, 1748-1825). The longtime favorite of CMA visitors will remain on view at the 
Allen through March 26. 

The second rotation (March 27-June 5, 2006) will include four works by British painters: The Ladies 
Amabel and Mary Jemima Yorke (c. 1761) by Joshua Reynolds (1723-1792); George Pitt, First Lord Rivers 
(c. 1768-69) by Thomas Gainsborough (1727-1788); Cader Idris, with the Mawddach River (c. 1774) by Richard 
Wilson (1714-1782); and Branch Hill Pond, Hampstead (1828) by John Constable (1776-1837). 

The Allen Memorial Art Museum, located in downtown Oberlin at 87 N. Main St., is open to the public 
Tuesday through Saturday from 10 am to 5 pm and Sunday from | to 5 pm. Admission and parking are free. For 
more information visit www.oberlin.edu/allenart or call (440) 775-8665.
